Considering claim 1, Hendricks discloses system for transmitting and receiving text and displaying an indication of 
tbc text, wherein die text is transmjuc^l in an electronic signal comprising: 

a) transmitter (208) ; 

b) conneaor (212); 

c) display (266). 

Claims 2-17 are met by Hendricks on pages 1-38 and the drawings.
